Whilst on a driving trip up the Parks Highway in Alaska, in July, | stopped in the town of Nenana and checked around to see if 
there were any new wooden tokens / nickels at any of the businesses in town. 


| was in luck! | was directed to the Nenana RV Park & Campground where there were rumoured to be a new wood or two... 
| was greeted there by a very kind and helpful lady, Jaime Landrum, one of the relatively new co-owners of the Park & 


Campground business (Jaime & Brian Landrum bought the RV Park & Campground less than a year ago! It had been 
established in Nenana in 1996...). 





These woods are the regular 1-1/2” (38mm) in size. 200 have a sticker attached to one side only. The other side is blank. 
An additional 20 have red writing, eg. “1. FREE MINI GOLF” on one side, and Jaime’s initials, in red, on the other side. 


Since there is no definitive attribution on these two woods, | have taken the liberty of photo-copying the Park & 
Campground’s logo, from it’s brochure, reduced it to approximately the same size as the woods. This is done to show from 
where these woods come... 


My Thanks to Jaime for cheerfully supplying me with the info above! (She & Brian welcome any travellers to their RV Park & 
Campground — May-Sept. Full services and very reasonable rates!!! Do drop by!!) 


Editor’s Note: 


The Landrum’s “Good Sam” rated RV Park & Campground is located near the Alaska Railroad Depot Museum, the Cultural 
Center, the Farmers Market & Crafts, Fishwheel, Ice Classic Watchtower, St. Mark’s Log Church, Taku Chief River Boat, Bill 
Cotter Sled Dog Puppies, Coghill’s General Store, post office, gift shops, medical services, restaurants, Senior Citizens 
Centre, and much more. The family and pet-friendly grounds treat guests to nature’s light show, Aurora Borealis (Norther 
Lights), mini-golf, picnic tables, fire pit, pavilion, playground, bicycles (and 4-wheel, 2 person bicycle), mini store, library 
exchange, DVD rentals, and has RV storage, secure Wi-Fi, showers, clean restrooms, handicap accessibility, dump station, 
water hookup, electric hookup, propane tanks, and lots are 45 spaces (all pull-thru 18x62), room for slideouts, some shaded 
lots, and tent camping too.

Jaime shared that “in November 2015, after a surprised discovery and months of discussion and 
prayer, Jaime and Brian bought the Nenana RV Park & Campground.

Nenana is home to the Ice Classic (tripod), a world- 
wide betting pool system where people bet to the exact second when they think the river that runs 
alongside Nenana will crack and begin its summer thaw. Once it does, the barge will begin running to | ¥ 
take the large items and bush shopping down the river with its final destinations off the Yukon River fs 
at villages like our home of Galena and the other smaller villages near Galena. This is how we first 
encountered Nenana ourselves when we moved to Alaska, taking our first barge loads that were to be 

carried downriver to our home in Galena. At that time we admired the little village of Nenana > Ss 
remarking how we like the charm and rural living it seemed to possess while still being in sucha a 
wonderful location. Quiet and indigenous, Nenana seems comparable in size and lifestyle to Galena 
yet distinctly different with Nenana being connected to the road system while Galena is and most likely always will be only 
accessible by plane, or boat over the summer.”

Seaman Furniture and Appliances by Al Munro 


Lindsay Seaman operated a furniture store, Seaman Furniture and Appliances, in Elgin (Ontario) from around 1960 until he 
died in 1998. His son Rev. Shaun Seaman, now a minister for Trinity Presbyterian Church in Kanata (Ontario), says he 
recalls a wooden nickel in the mid-1960s. The Canadian Wooden Money Catalogue shows wood #52/6-001 for Seaman 
Furniture in Elgin, but does not show a picture. 


In July 2016, | obtained a WOODEN BUCK token for Seaman Furniture and 
Appliances with a phone number of 283-2121 which appears to be a Smith 
Falls number and not an Elgin number. Shaun Seaman confirmed his father 
operated a branch store in Smith Falls and in Brockville, Gananoque and 
Kingston. Shaun does not recall which store issued the wooden token or if 
more than one store issued wooden tokens. | believe this token is from Smith 
Falls not Elgin. 





Shaun advises that he is not aware of any family members having any of the wooden nickels in their possession. If anyone 
has a Seaman Furniture wood with a phone number other than 283-2121, | would like to see a scan of it. You can contact 
me at wood5cents@shaw.ca or phone 403-273-6133.

Fire destroys Elgin store 


ELGIN — A $400,000 fire Saturday destroyed most of the 
Seaman furniture company store and warehouse in this village 48 
kilometres northwest of Brockville.Four area fire departments 
fought the fire for four hours in weather as cold as minus 29 C. A 
motorist passing Elgin on nearby Highway 15 at 6: 45 a. m. spotted 
the smoke and alerted villagers who called in the South Crosby 
Township Fire Brigade.An Ontario fire marshal's office inves- 
tigator, Dave Shorey, of Brockville, is investigating the cause of 
the fire.Elgin’s last major fire 10 years ago, occured in the same 
building. Lindsay Seaman, the owner, said he had just received a 
large shipment of new furniture and appliances for his annual 
February sale. The new stock is a complete loss but Seaman 
announced that he would rebuild the store.E. J. Kenney, who 
resides across the street from the store, said he was awakened by 
the motorist pounding on his door. Kenney called the local fire 
department which requested assistance from departments in 
Portland, Delta, and Seeleys Bay.‘‘While I was looking out of the 
window, the store windows blew out on the north side where the 
office is located,"’ said Kenney. “Flames shot 100 feet into the air 
and the whole building seemed to be on fire.” .

THE POPEMOBILE 


John Paul Il held the papacy since October 16, 1978. He succeeded John Paul |, Albino Luciani, 
who died after only 33 days in office. On October 16, 2003 John Paul Il celebrated the 25th 
anniversary of his pontificate, and he became the third longest-reigning pope on March 14, 2004. 


He holds numerous entries in the Vatican Book of Records. He was the first Slavic pope and the 
first non-ltalian since Adrian VI (a Dutchman from Utrecht who died in 1523). He visited 130 
countries and logged more miles than all other popes combined, earning him the nickname "the 
Pilgrim Pope." 


He met with over 800 heads of state and prime ministers. He spoke 11 languages. He was the first 
head of the Vatican to ride in a popemobile. During 1995's World Youth Day he spoke to a crowd of 
four million, the largest gathering before a pontificate. 


On May 13, 1981, John Paul Il survived an assassination attempt in St. Peter's Square when a 
23-year-old Turk fired three shots at close range, wounding the Pope in the abdomen, the left hand 
and right arm. John Paul Il underwent five hours of surgery. He later visited his would-be assassin in 
his prison cell to forgive him. 


He died on April 2, 2005. His funeral was held Friday, April 8th. He is interred under a marble slab 
in St. Peter's Basilica. 


The vehicle which carried the Pope during his Canadian visit in 1984 (Shown at the White House in the photo), was one of 
two “popemobiles” purchased by the Canadian Conference of Catholic Bishops. The vehicles, built to be transported by a 
Hercules plane, were flown everywhere the pope travelled in the country. The Popemobiles were built by Camions Pierre 
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Thibault of Pierreville, Quebec. The vehicles were offered by General Motors of Canada and Lexguard bullet proof plastic 
was donated by Canadian General Electric. The Popemobile, which can be seen at the Museum of Science and Technology 
in Ottawa, was also used during the Pope’s tour in Cuba.

The only existing woods that | am aware of with “Bertie Beaver” are in Norm Belsten’s woods catalogue reported as being 
issued in Peace River (reference 8750-003 and 8750-004). We recommend that this new wood be catalogued under Alber- 


ta General since “Bertie Beaver” is a province wide forestry mascot and we have not yet been able to attribute this wood to a 
specific community. 


We have catalogued three “Bertie Beaver” medallions in “Alberta Medallions & Similar Type Stuff” associated with Lac La 
Biche, Alberta as the first one | was made aware of was from there. A fourth one was added in as from Edmonton where the 


Alberta Provincial Forest Fire Centre is located. In retrospect, all but the Lac La Biche medallion could have been listed in 
Alberta General.

During the 1950s, the image of 


“Smokey the Bear” was widely known 
across the United States as an important 
symbol of fire prevention. While a 
number of Canadian provinces adopted 
“Smokey the Bear” as their forest pro- 
tection symbol, Albertas use of Smokey 
was rather short-lived. Only a few 
Alberta Forest Service “Smokey the 
Bear” posters and other collectables 
were produced. By the mid-1950s, Eric 
S. Huestis, Alberta Forestry Director 
and Game Commissioner, strongly felt 
that Alberta should have its own dis- 
tinct image to deliver fire prevention 
messages to the public. Wak Disney 
agreed, and set his staff to work prepar- 
ing sample images for fire poster 
designs. 

Over the years, Bertics image has 
appeared on aircraft, rock wall murals, 
wildfire posters, buttons, pins, forest 
maps, recreation area signs, student 
activity books, and he has even been a 
plush toy and puppet. Away from his 
lodge, Bertie has marched in countless 
community parades, visited hundreds 
of schools, and has hugged and “high 
fived” tens of thousands of children. His
